I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  Urban 
District  of  Leistcn-cum-Siz swell  for  the  year  197  2  o 

There  was  quite  a  substantial  rise  in  the  birth  rate,  for  the  year  under 
review,  'the  adjusted  rate  being  18.5  compared  with  13*8  the  previous  year.  This 
figure  also  compares  very  favourably  with  that  for  England  and  "Wales,  of  14«8, 
The  actual  number  of  births  recorded  during  1972  was  83,  whilst  in  the  previous 
year  the  total  was  68,  Reference  to  the  Table  cf  Comparative  Statistics  later 
in  the  report  will  show  that  the  number  of  births  has  varied  quite  considerably 
from  year  to  year  however,  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  total 
population  shows  that  it  is  the  same  as  for  the  previous  year  vis  497 Go  This 
figure  is  much  about  the  average  for  the  past  few  years.  Likewise  the  number 
of  deaths  -  54-  -  whilst  slightly  lower  than  the  previous  year,  is  about  the 
average  figure  recorded  within  the  District  over  previous  years 0  The  causes 
of  death  again,  are  typical  of  the  pattern  for  the  Country  as  a  whole,  diseases 
of  the  heart  and  vascular  system,  being  the  principle  cause.  Deaths  from 
cancer  of  the  lung  numbered  5,  the  same  figure  as  the  previous  year,. 

Comparatively  few  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified,  there  being 
only  4  cases  of  Measles  and  12  casos  of  Scarlet  fever. 

The  section  of  the  report  dealing  with  local  sanitary  activities,  has 
boon  prepared  by  your  Public  Health  Inspector  and  I  refer  you  to  that  for 
details  of  the  work  carried  out  in  this  sphere  of  the  Department's  activities. 

As  this  is  the  last  occasion  whon  I  shall  prepare  an  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  your  District,  Mr.  Chairman,  nay  I  take  this  opportunity  of 
expressing  my  gratitude  to  you  and  your  Committee  Members,  for  the  interest 
they  have  always  shown  in  natters  effecting  the  health,  of  the  Community  for 
which  they  hold  responsibility,  since  I  entered  the  Public  Health  Service,  and 
oven  since  I  became  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  much  ha3  changed  in  -the 
pattern  of  health  and  sickness  in  this  country.  Infectious  Disease,  Malnutrit¬ 
ion  Diseases  attributable  to  bad  housing  and  poor  working  conditions  have  almost 
disappeared.  We  are  however  now  presented  with  new  problems  to  our  health, 
such  as  noise,  pollution  in  its  many  forms  and  the  illnesses  which  come  under 
the  heading  of  "tension".  It  is  perhaps  therefore  fitting  that  a  complete 
reorganisation  of  the  health  services  generally  and  those  of  ’the  Local  Authority 
in  particular,  should  be  taking  place,  as  this  will  enable  those  charged  with 
protecting  the  health  of  the  community  to  reorientate  their  thinking  so  that 
they  may  reshape  the  future  health  services  to  be  more  in  keeping  with  current 
problems •
